
 

Community Colleges of Iowa: 

 

Last year the fifteen Community Colleges of Iowa served a record 125,990 credit and 
278,736 non-credit students.  

Iowa Community Colleges have, over the years, experienced a changing proportion 
of their operating costs being covered by student tuition, state aid, other revenue 
and local support. Since FY 1980, student tuition has assumed an ever increasing 
proportion. Tuition has actually exceeded state aid since FY 2002. The following 
chart is the average of Iowa community colleges. Several have tuition exceeding 

50% of operating budgets.
